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KBYU-FM 
Broadcasts 
February  4 

The  raising  of  a 100-foot  trans- 
mitting tower  near  the  TV  studio 
just  east  of  the  main  campus  of 
BYU,  marks  one  of  the  final  pha- 
ses of  transition  before  KBYU- 
FM  returns  to  the  air  Febru- 
ary 4. 

Since  the  beginning  of  school 
last  September,  the  Radio-Tele- 
vision Services  Dept,  has  been  in 
a transitional  state.  The  trans- 
mitter has  been  moved  near  the 
studio  facilities  and  the  studios 
are  now  housed  in  an  adjacent 
building  where  there  is  more  pri- 
vacy and  room,  according  to  An- 
dre Mostert,  manager  of  on-the- 
air  operations  in  the  department. 

APPROVAL  was  needed  from 
the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  in  order  to  move  the 
^transmitter.  Being  closer  to  the 
studios  will  facilitate  easier 
'maintenance  by  engineers.  For- 
mer location  of  the  transmitter 
was  on  top  of  the  Eyring  Science 
building. 

The  studios  had  been  located  in 
the  radio  building  since  -tefore 
the  construction  of  the  new  Y 
Student  Center,  now  being  built. 
When  construction  of  the  Center 
began  two  years  ago,  the  radio 
facilities  had  to  be  moved  to  the 
present  location  because  they 
were  located  in  the  spot  where 
the  Center  was  to  be. 

THE  PRESENT  move  is  also 
temporary.  As  soon  as  the  new 
Fine  Arts  Building  is  completed, 
the  radio  and  television  studios 
will  be  located  there. 

A full  agenda  of  programming 
’and  facts  about  the  station  will 
be  released  just  prior  to  going  on 
the  air,  Mr.  Mostert  said.  The  sta- 
tion operates  at  10  watts,  and  will 
, be  found  at  88.9  megacycles  on 
the  FM  dial.

At  the  same  time  it  was  an- 
nounced here  that  U.  S.-Soviet 
test  ban  negotiations  which  have 
been  going  on  in  New  York  dur- 
ing the  past  week  will  be  moved 
to  Washington,  Tuesday  and 
Great  Britain  will  join  them. 

In  the  first  of  three  letters  re- 
leased here  and  in  Moscow, 
Khrushchev  wrote  on  Dec.  19  that 
Russia  would  agree  “in  those 
cases  when  it  would  be  consid- 
ered necessary”  to  two  or  three 
inspection  trips  a year  on  Soviet 
soil  to  check  against  test  ban  vi- 
olations. 

This  was  actually  a return  to 
an  offer  Russia  made  several 
years  ago.  But  in  November, 
1961,  Soviet  negotiators  back- 
tracked and  completely  rejected 
the  concept  of  Western  inspec- 
tion. 

In  his  Dec.  19  letter  Khrush- 
chev also  agreed  to  placement  of 
up  to  three  unmanned,  automatic 
monitoring . stations  on  Soviet 
soil  and  to  permit  “foreign  per- 
sonnel” to  install  them.

Department  Reviews 
Y Atademk  Standards 


There  will  be  no  academic  sus- 
pensions between  semesters,  said 
Dr.  Darrell  Moses,  chairman  of 
the  Academic  Standards  Dept. 

To  clarify  the  position  of  aca- 
demic standards  which  has  been 
misunderstood  and  misrepresent- 
ed in  the  past,  he  reported  the 
following  facts  regarding  BYU 
academic  standards. 

FRESH3IEN  are  required  to 
maintain  a 1.75  (C-)  grade-point 
average.  Students  above  fresh- 
man standing  are  required  to 
maintain  a 2.00  (C)  grade  aver- 
age on  all  work  beyond  the  first 
31  hours  of  credit. 

A student  who  receives  a deg- 
ree from  BYU  must  attain  a BYU 
cumulative  grade-point  average 
of  2.00  or  above  on  all  academic 
work  taken  beyond  September, 
1960,  before  he  will  be  allowed  to 
register  for  the  final  semester 
of  work  leading  to  the  degree. 

A student  who  is  unable  to 
raise  his  BYU  cumulative  aver- 
age to  2.00  or  above  may  receive 
a Certificate  of  Completion  for 
course  work  in  a given  depart- 
ment. 

BEFORE  a student  is  dropped 
for  low  scholarship,  he  is  allowed 
two  full  semesters  at  BYU.  Addi- 


tional regulations  are  as  follows: 

WARNING 

A student  whose  BYU  cumulative 
grade-point  average  is  about  2.00  (C) 
but  whose  grade-point  average  for  the 
last  semester  was  below  the  minimum 
required  (1.75  for  freshmen  and  2.00 
thereafter)  will  receive  academic  warn- 
ing. 

PROBATION 

.A  student  whose  BYU  record  fails  to 
meet  the  minimum  requirement  and 
whose  record  shows  a shortage  of  grade 
points  will  be  placed  on  academic  pro- 
bation. Probationary  students  are  not 
eligible  for  BYU  scholarships,  awards, 
grants,  or  student  loans. 

SUSPENSION 

Students  will  be  suspended  from  the 
University  if  at  the  end  of  any  proba- 
tionary semester  their  cumulative  rec- 
ord at  BYU  shows  a shortage  of  12 
grade  points  from  that  which  is  required 
(1.75  for  the  first  31  semester  hours 
and  2.00  thereafter)  and  their  current 
semester  grade  average  is  also  deficient, 

The  University  provides  several  areas 
of  help  for  studente  with  scholastic  prob- 
lems. Dr.  Moses  remarked. 

THE  SKILLS  Improvement  Service  is 
sponsoring  a course  second  semester  to 
develop  study  skills  and  adjustment  to 
college,  It  will  also  organize  develop- 
mental reading  groups  at  the  beginning 
of  second  semester.
